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What  do  you  suggest  or  recommend 
for  collectors?  How  can  I make 
collecting  more  interesting,  our 
club  meetings  more  attractive? 

These  are  a few  of  the  questions 
I am  asked  many  times.  The  answer 
is  very  simple  - knowledge j not 
only  knowing  about  the  coins  you 
own  or  desire,  but  an  anderstanding 
of  all  phases  of  numismatology.  It 
is  impossible  for  most  of  us  to  own 
or  even  personally  examine  many  of 
the  rare  or  historical  coins.  But 
available  to  each  of  us  are  the 
facts,  detailed  descriptions  and 
other  information  concerning  them. 

Lack  of  knowledge  is  the  great- 
est fault  in  American  numismatics. 
Books,  magazine  articles  and  better 
planned  club  meetings  with  qualified 
speakers  seems  to  be  the  answer.  It 
is  appalling  the  number  who  receive 
the  Numismatist,  read  the  advertise- 
ments and  club  notices  and  never 
read  the  articles. 

Ask  yourself  these  questions: 
What  do  I know  about  the  origin  of 
money?  Who  are  some  of  the  famous 
people  in  history  whose  only  like- 
ness is  known  by  their  portraits 
on  coins?  What  odd  and  curious 
things  have  been  used  as  money?  Who 
promoted  and  financed  the  U.S.Mint? 
What  does  E PLURIBUS  UNUM  mean? 

These  are  not  technical  questions 
but  are  things  every  collector 
should  know.  The  true  numismatist 
will  have  as  keen  a desire  for  know- 
ledge as  material  for  his  collec- 
tion. Books  are  very  important, as 
much  so  as  the  coins  you  collect. 
Alao,  good  books  are  a fine  invest- 
ment. Don't  just  buy  books  or  sub- 
scribe to  magazines;  read  and  study 
them.  A numisms  tist  will  be  recog- 
nized by  what  he  knows  - not  what 
he  owns .

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UNITED  STATES  POSTAGE  STAMP 
NECESSITY  MONEY 

In  the  early  part  of  the  Civil 
War  the  prospect  of  a long  struggle 
between  the  North  and  the  South 
caused  the  people  of  the  North  to 
hoard  their  money.  Gold,  silver 
and  copper  money  in  circulation  to 
the  extent  of  many  millions  of  dol- 
lars, disappeared  in  a comparatively 
short  time  as  if  by  magic.  In  con- 
sequence people  and  tradesmen  found 
themselves  without  means  of  carry- 
ing on  the  smallest  money  transactkri 
without  great  trouble  and  inconven- 
ience. This  was  in  part  due  to  the 
desire  of  the  timid  to  save  some- 
thing of  value  from  the  threatened 
wreck  of  the  Union,  and  to  the  fore- 
sight of  the  avaricious  to  hoard 
what  might  soon  command  a large  pre- 
mium. Large  amounts  of  silver  coin 
were  exported  to  Canada  and  South 
America  and  a premium  of  from  10  to 
12  per  cent  was  offered  by  business 
men  who  desired  it  in  small  amounts 
for  convenience  in  making  change. 

The  people  of  Canada  at  that  time 
had  little  and  insufficient  hard 
currency  of  their  own,  and  the  U.S. 
cents,  nickels,  dimes  and  quarters 
were  readily  accepted  in  course  of 
business. 

Trade  actually  suffered  in  the 
North  for  want  of  small  change  and 
even  stage,  street  car  and  milk  tic- 
kets were  temporarily  pressed  into 
service.  This  resulted  in  the  vol- 
uminous issue  of  "shin-plasters, 11 
promissory  notes  of  small  value, 
generally  from  one  cent  to  one  dol- 
lar, issued  by  merchants,  institu- 
tions and  corporations,  redeemable 
either  in  goods  or  in  stated  amounts 
at  their  place  of  business,  and 
"copperheads,"  metal  tokens  issued 
to  take  the  place  of  cents  during 
the  Civil  War. 

Many  of  these  tokens  bore  the 
Indian  head  coppied  from  the  United 
States  small  cents.  Patriotic  and 
other  designs  were  also  used  in 
great  variety.  They  were  made  prin- 
cipally in  1862  and  their  use  was 
prohibited  by  I86I4.;  there  was  an  in- 
tervening period  before  the  engravers 
lithographers  and  die  sinkers  found 
occupation.  On  account  of  the  im- 
mediate necessity  and  for  want  of  a 
better  medium,  postage  stamps  of  the 
issue  of  1861  were  used  as  a sub- 
stitute for  money.  Unfortunately, 
postage  stamps  were  not  adopted  to 
wear  and  tear  of  barter  and  trade 
and  it  was  soon  found  that  they 
would  stick  to  anything  else  just  as 
well  as  they  would  to  an  envelope . 

These  stamps  used  for  money  be- 
came quickly  soiled  and  defaced  and 
for  their  better  protection,  postage 
stamps  in  denominations  from  one 
cent  to  ninety  cents  were  encased 
in  metal  holders  faced  with  mica, 
and  bearing  on  the  back  of  the  hold-

er  advertisements  of  various  firms. 

These  may  be  placed  in  the  same 
category  as  tokens. 

Another  method  employed  to  pre- 
serve these  stamps  used  for  money, 
and  also  for  the  convenience  in 
assembling  them  in  stated  amounts, 
little  envelopes  to  hold  them  were 
made.  This  custom  of  using  en- 
velopes for  stamps  seems  to  have 
been  confined  to  the  large  cities. 

The  denomination  of  these  en- 
velopes were  as  follows,  10,  13, 

15,  20,  25,  30,  50  and  75  cents. 

Those  for  250  are  by  far  the  most 
common.  Denominations  were  fre- 
quently altered  on  the  envelopes 
with  pen  and  ink,  and  several  had 
the  space  left  blank  so  that  the 
value  of  the  contents  could  be 
filled  in.  Many  bore  advertisements 
of  business  firms  and  many  had  pa- 
triotic designs  printed  on  the  face. 

The  metallic  "Encased  Postage 
Stamp"  has  been  collected  for  years 
but  these  envelope  containers  which 
preceded  even  these,  seem  to  have 
escaped  attention  of  collectors  and 
have  now  almost  entirely  disappeared 
but  are  nevertheless  a connecting 
link  in  the  history  of  Civil  War 
money  of  the  United  States.

FROM  THE  CRUSADES  TO  THE  PAWNSHOP 

Out  of  the  numismatic  pages  of 
the  past  comes  a gold  coin  as  ro- 
mantic as  history  itself  - the  by- 
zantine  - often  referred  to  as  the 
Byzant,  Bezant,  and  Besant,  so 
named  because  it  was  first  struck 
at  Byzantium  (Constantinople)  in 
the  reign  of  Emperor  Constantine 
the  Great. 

Introduced  into  Europe  during 
the  Crusades  by  the  Crusaders, these 
golden  coins,  or  the  gold  circles 
representing  them  as  some  bore  no 
impression,  soon  acquired  a sacred 
character  due  to  their  association 
with  the  warriors  of  the  Cross,  and 
brought  about  their  frequent  ap- 
pearance on  heraldic  shields.  The 
Bezant  was  the  official  currency 
paid  to  the  higher  class  of  soldiery 
and  varied  in  value  at  different 
periods  from  fifteen  pounds  when 
first  introduced,  to  a sovereign 
and  later  to  nine  shillings  four 
and  one  half  pence.  The  coins  con- 
tinued to  circulate  in  England  un- 
til they  were  superseded  by  the 
noble  of  Edward  III  (1327-131*7). 

The  Medici  family  adopted  the 
three  byzants  as  their  family  badge 
and  it  became  the  national  arms  of 
Lombardy.  As  the  Lombards  were  the 
first  money-lenders  in  England,  the 
three  byzants,  or  balls,  have  come 
down  to  us  today  as  the  sign  of  the 
pawnbroker. 

In  the  historical  chronicle  of 
the  "Gentlemen's  Magazine"  for 
January  1,  1752,  we  find  the  follow- 
ing: "Was  a great  court  at  St. 

James  to  compliment  his  Majesty  and 
the  royal  family,  but  on  account  of 
the  mourning  for  the  Queen  of 
Denmark  (King's  sister)  his  Majesty 
did  not  go  to  the  royal  chapel  to 
offer  the  byzant." 

Camden,  in  his  "Remains,"  article 
"Honey,"  remarks:  "A  great  piece  of 

gold  valued  at  fifteen  pounds  which 
the  King  offereth  on  high  festival 
days,  is  yet  called  a Byzantine, 
which  was  anciently  a piece  of  money 
coined  by  the  emperors  of  Constan- 
tinople, but  afterwards  there  were 
two,  purposely  made  for  the  King 
and  Queen  with  the  resemblance  of 
the  Trinity,  inscribed  "In  honorem 
Sane toe  Trinitatis,"  and  on  the 
other  side  a figure  of  the  Virgin 
Mary  with  the  inscription,  "In 
honorem  Sanctoe  Marioe  Virginia. "
